Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on May 2, 2005. These drawings are acceptable. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 1 and 3-11 are directed to an allowable method. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), 
claim 2, directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, is now subject to 
being rejoined. Claim 2 is hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 
CFR 1.104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on 
October 7, 2003 is hereby withdrawn.
